thority of Britain is limitted The 
Parliament of Britain is now fitting, and 
I know who hears me or reads me. And it 
will add to the Authority of what I fay, 
that fay it while they are fitting, which 
is a formal Appeal to them —— The Le- 
giflative Authority of Britain is limitted 
by the Treaty of Union, and I'll lay down 
an Example, Viz. In that in the 18, 20, 21,. 
23th Acticles, and feveral others, thefe 
are Things mention’d which may, and others 
which may not'be alter’>deamm If there are 
fome Things effablifh’d which may be al- 
ter’d, it implies fome may not; otherwife 
it would.be {peaking Nonfenfe— If there 
are fome Things ftipulated which may not 
be alter’d, then is the Legiflative Power of 
Britain limitted, becaufe it may not alter 
thefe Things. 

Now it is exprefly ftipulated, That the 
Worlhip, Difcipline, and Government. of 
the Church of Scotland fhall be and remain 
to the People of Scotland WITHOUT 
ANY ALTERATION to all fucceeding 
Generations. I think, this will be allow’d 
to be an exprefs Limitation, even-of the 
Legiflature of Great Britain. What may 
be affuni’d, what may be done by Violence, 
I have nothing to do with in this Argu-- 
ment. The Parliament aés by Juftice, 
never by Violence; if it be granted, they 
cannot do it Parliamentarily, it, is enough 
to me, andas muchas I feck’; we are well 
affur’d, if they cannot do it legally, they 
will noc do it.at.all.
